ARGUMENT IN THE BELL 


VERSUS WEDEKIND SUIT 


Judge Cheney Makes the Opening Address 


in the Litigation Over Reno's 


Famous Mine. 


The argument in the case of Wede- 


klnd vs Bell was begun yesterday in 
the District Court before Judge Tal- 
bot 


The outcome of Oils litigation is 


awaited with Interests by everyone, for 
on the Ijsue depends the future pros- 
perity of the town to a great extent. 
To have the issue remain in litigation 
means a retarding of the development 
of the city and neighborhood. Either 
way a decision is reached the commun- 
Itv -A ill be benefltted. for It will mean 
the employment of a largely Increased 
force of miners and the introduction 
of modern machinery which will vastly 
increase the production of ore from the 
Wedekind district. 


Judge Cheney, one of the attorneys 


for George Wedekind, opened the ar- 
gument. His associate attorney Is Hon. 
Thomas Wren. 
C. L. Ford, W. A. 


Sleep and Benjamin Curler are _attor- 
no>s for the defense. 


Judge Cheney argued that a liberal 


consti action was always made of a 
mining: location and that the monu- 
n«»rits were "enerally conceded a» gov- 
erning the boundaries of the claim lo- 
cated. 


He further advanced that a locator 


cannot b» construed as abandoning his 
first location when he makes a subse- 
quent location over his ground of a 
claim runnine- in a different direction. 
"Any mine.al deposit that is not pla- 
cer in its nature ' said Judge Cheney, 
"Can be located as a lode." 
"The 


words vein, ledge and lode are equha- 
lent 


It v\as furthermore advanced that 


the- owner of the apex of a lode has 
the right to follow Is wherever it may 
go. 


He also argued that In contemplation 


of the law all veins are situated where 
they apex. That the only method by 
w hich title to the vein can be acquired 
is to acquire the apex, and that from 
the earliest times on this coast, under 
the lota' rules and regulations as well 
as the acts of 1866 ar.d 1872, title to the 


cal rules and customs of miners; tha 
the right waa a part of the common 
law of mining States; that the common 
law of England wh'ch gives to the 
owner of the surface a right to all be- 
neath 
it, was never adopted in this 


State because it was inconsistent with 
the miner's 
law which was then In 


force. That whoever purchases public 
lands in Neavda for agricultural pur- 
poses takes it with knowledge of the 
right of any one to discover upon ad- 
joining land a mine, and also, with, 
the knowledge that, if he 'does discover 
a mine ,he has a right to follow the 
vein wherever It may go and he takes 
his agricultural patent subject to that 
right 
That no question is involved in 


this case about disturbing the surface 
possession 
of Bell. 
Bell's grantors 


apex gave a right to follow it,on Its 
dip ov er the side lines. 


It was further argued that, long be- 


fore Nevada became a State, the right 
of any one locating <» vein to follow 
It upon its dip was settled by the lo- 


bought the land for agricultural pur- 
poses. Wedeklnd was not entering up- 
on the surface but simply claiming the 
right to follow his own property under 
it. and with a right under the law 
to condemn the surfact if necessary 
in order to work his own property. That 
the uniform policy of both State and 
Federal Government has been to en- 
courage mining. That, under the Pos- 
sessory Acts, the miner's rights were 
superior to those of the agricultural 
claimant. That the discovery of one 
| mine is more valuable to the public 
than the location of barren hillsides 
for pretended agricultural purposes. He 
paid a strong tribute to Senator Ste- 
wart and said that any one who stud- 
ied the development of the mining laws 
must be profoundly impressed with 
the extent to which his efforts and 
Ideas had found lodgment In the min- 
ing laws of the land. 


He further contended that the right 


of a miner to locate a vein wherever he 
could discover one, and, thereby, make 
it his own although the surface be- 
longed to another, 
was analogous In 


principle to the established right of 
a person to appropriate water to a bene- 
ficial use although the soil over which 
the stream flowed might belong to an- 
other. That in each instance the use 
was a public benefit, and title did not 
depend upon ownership of the surface, 
but upon discovery or appropriation.
